I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 

1967. 

Population 


The  Registrar-General’ s  estimate  of  the  mid-year  Home  Population  was 
3,620  which  was  an  increase  of  60  over  that  of  the  previous  year. 

Live  Births  and  Birth  Rate 


The  number  of  live  births  was  69  (38  M.  31  F.)  which  was  a  decrease  of 
9  from  that  of  the  previous  year  and  the  crude  birth-rate  was  accordingly 
19.1 ;  after  adjustment  by  the  Registrar -General' s  Comparability  factor 
which  is  computed  from  a  population  standardised  for  age  and  sex 
distribution  and  allows  valid  comparison  with  other  Districts  the  rate 
becomes  21.38;  this  being  higher  than  that  of  17*2  for  England  and  Wales. 

Stillbirths  and  Rate 


One  stillbirth  was  registered  and  the  corresponding  rate  per 
1  ,000  total  (live  and  still)  births  was  14*0  compared  with  that  of  14*8 
for  England  and  Wales. 

Infant  Mortality  and  Rate 

Ho  infant  deaths  were  registered.  The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate 
for  England  and  Wales  was  18.3* 

Maternal  Deaths  and  Mortality  Rate 

This  rate  was  nil  as  there  were  no  maternal  deaths  from  Pregnancy, 
Childbirth  or  Abortion  and  is  a  general  index  of  the  high  standard  of 
modern  obstetric  practice. 

Total  Deaths  and  Death  Rate 


The  total  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  was  24  (12  M.  12  F.)  and 
the  crude  death  rate  was  6.6  which,  after  adjustment  by  the  Registrar 
General’s  Comparability  Factor,  as  for  births,  becomes  6.73>  compared 
with  that  of  11.2  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  chief  group  cause  of  deaths  was  from  the  natural  causes  of  death 
amongst  the  aged,  i.e.  Heart  and  Circulatory  Diseases  and  Vascular  Lesions 
of  the  Nervous  System,  of  which  there  were  13  i n  number. 

Disease  of  the  Coronary  Artery  of  the  Heart  was  the  cause  of  3  of 
those  deaths,  in  the  following  age-groups,  1  between  33  -  64;  2  between 

63  -  74.  and  2  over  75  years. 

Cancer,  as  invariably  in  previous  years,  was  the  second  highest 
cause  of  deaths,  of  which  there  were  5  in  the  following  age-groups; 

4  between  65  -  74  and  1  over  75  years.  In  these  days  of  modern 
treatment,  the  disease  can  be  treated  with  success,  if  patients  would 
consult  their  Doctors  reasonably  early,  before  the  disease  becomes  too 
advanced. 

Cancer  of  the  Lung,  Bronchus  was  the  cause  of  l(M)  death  in 
comparison  with  4  in  the  previous  year-  The  patient  was  in  the  65  -  74 
age-group. 
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The  other  causes  of  death  were  miscellaneous  and  there  was  no 
death  due  to  Infectious  Disease. 

Measles 


Thirty  cases  were  notified  compared  with  153  in  the  previous  year. 

To-day  the  disease  ’per  se'  is  not  serious  and  its  formerly 
dangerous  complications  are  becoming  less  frequent,  if  any  do  occur,  they 
are  usually  treated  successfully  by  Antibiotics,  excepting  Acute 
Encephalitis  which  is  very  rare. 

Whooping  Cough 

Thirty  cases  of  this  distressful  children' s  disease  were  notified. 

In  view  of  the  effectiveness  of  vaccination  this  number  is  rather 
unusual  -  there  was  none  in  the  previous  year. 

Acute  Primary  or  Influenzal  Pneumonia 

Three  cases  of  this  illness  were  notified.  Including  the 
secondary  Pneumonias  which  are  not  notifiable  there  were  no  deaths. 
Pneumonia  is  a  common  terminal  cause  of  death  amongst  the  aged. 

Scarlet  Fever 


There  were  fifteen  cases  notified.  In  its  present  phase,  this  infection 
is  mild  and  its  formerly  serious  complications  are  infrequent.  If  any 
do  occur,  treatment  by  the  Antibiotics  is  usually  successful. 

Tuberculosis 

One  new  case  of  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  was  notified  and  the 
patient  was  in  the  65+  age-group. 

There  was  no  new  case  of  non -Respiratory  Tuberculosis  which  is 
an  evident  index  of  the  safety  of  the  milk  supplies. 

Also  there  was  no  death  which  is  a  reflection  of  the 
efficaciousness  of  modern  treatment. 

In  conclusion  I  would  state  that  the  Public  Health  of  the  District 
was  very  satisfactory  throughout  the  year  and  I  would  like  to  thank 
you  for  your  support  of  and  interest  in  the  Department  and  the  Staff 
for  their  co-operation  and  efficiency.
